Post-Cut-Off Date Training 

A veteran continuing a GI Bill 
course after the cut-off date, July 
25, 1951, will be expected to pursue 
his training continuously until com- 
pletion, except for conditions which 
normally would cause interruption 
by any student. Once he completes 
or discontinues his GI Bill course 
after the deadline, he may not start 
another course. 


Correspondence Courses 
Veterans taking GI Bill corres- 


pondence courses will not be per- | 


mitted to switch to classroom 
courses after the cut-off date 
even though the classroom training 
would be in the same field as the 
correspondence training. 
Summer Sessions 

Summer training by teachers for 
the purpose of obtaining a degree 
is a long recognized practice of the 
profession. Veteran-teachers who 
take GI Bill courses during sum- 
mer vacations may continue to do 
so after the cut-off date. They will 
have to meet certain qualifications: 

1. Their study must lead toward 
a graduate degree. (Enrollment for 
the sole purpose of obtaining a 
teacher’s credentials or for meet- 
ing in-service salary increases as 
frequently required by local Boards 


will not satisfy this requirement.) | 


2. They must be enrolled in con- 
secutive regular summer sessions 
under the GI Bill. 

3. They must be continuously 
employed as a school teacher dur- 
ing successive school years. 

Undergraduate to Graduate 
Training 

Veterans who finish GI Bill un- 
dergraduate courses and intend to 
go ahead with graduate training 
which would start after the cut-off 
date may do so, if they file an 
application for their advanced 
training sometime before they com- 
plete their undergraduate work. 

A veteran who receives his A.B. 
degree in languages in June, 1951, 
for example, could start work on 
his master’s degree ... also in 
languages ... in September, 1951, 
if he applied to VA in time.

Interviews SSC’ers 


The U.S. Marine Corps Procure- 
ment Officer for the Northern Cali- 
fornia Area, Major J. G. Juett, 
visited Sacramento State College 
last Monday and Tuesday. He in- 
terviewed prospective students who 
desire to earn a regular or reserve 
commission in the U.S. Marine 
Corps. 

There are three programs by 
which commissions are earned. The 
Platoon Leaders Class and the Of- 
ficer Candidates Course for men 
students, and the Women Officers 
Training Course for women stu- 
dents. 

The Platoon Leaders Class is de- 
signed so college undergraduates 
may work toward their commission 
in the Marine Corps and at the 
same time continue uninterrupted 
their college education. Selected 
students attend two six-week sum- 
mer training periods. After com- 
pletion of the summer training and 
upon receipt of degree from col- 
lege, enroYees are qualified to ac- 
cept an appointment to commission 
rank. Members of the Platoon 
Leaders Program may withdraw 
and take their discharge from the 
Marine Corps at their own request. 

The Officer Candidate Course is 
for college graduates and college 
seniors who will receive their de- 
gree in June, 1951. Students enroll- 
ed in this program start training 
in July, 1951, and continue basic 
training until receipt of commis- 
sion as second lieutenants. Stu- 
dents are enlisted in this program 
specifically for this course. 

The Women Officers Training 
Course is designed to qualify se- 
lected college women students to 
serve in Commissioned rank in the 
Marine Corps. Women undergrad- 
uates attend two six-week summer 
training periods, and are commis- 
sioned as second lieutenants upon 
graduation from college. 

Enrollees in the above programs 
receive pay in accordance with the 
rank held for all training duty. Ex- 
penses such as transportation, sub- 
sistence, clothing and medical care 
are provided by the Marine Corps. 


A meeting of secondary stu- 
dent teachers will be held Wed- 
nesday, May 23, at 3:30 p.m., at 
the 11th Avenue annex, room 1.
